That doctrine, which 
forbade the acquisition of American terri- 
tory by European powers, just as explicit- 
ly recognized the right of the present pro- 
Prietors to maintain their sovereignty. An 
attempt to maintain the Monroe doctrine 
in Mexico and to break it in Cuba vrould 
have been extremely inconsistent. But, 
regardless of what the United States was 
in a position to do, the Cuban people had 
the undoubted right of revolution. 

That struggle, beginning in 1868 and end- 
ing in 1878 by the treaty of Zanjan, had for 
¥ta opposing figure’, Martinez Campos, 
then captain general and Maximo Gomez, 
who had risen to command of the insurgent 
army. By the terms of the understanding 
reached, Martinez Campos pledged him- 
self to obtain for Cuba a substantial 
measure of autonomy, under which it 
would be possible for the people of Cuba 
to live an@ work out their own destiny. 
How that contract failed of its purpose, 
and how the people have been goaded irto 


came together in the treaty of Zanjan in 
1878, both sides found themselves borne 
down with a weight of theif own creation. 
The negro had won a place of equality in 
counsel, in action and in society of which 
the insurgents could not deprive him. The 
Spaniards, in freeing them to punish their 
late Cuban owners, had lost all power to 
hold them in subjection, and henceforth 
the “rejected son” was to be a source of 
trouble ig the Spanish household.

It is 
said that he always wore his full Cuban 
uniform under his Costa Rican habilaments 
during his service in that country, so that 
he might instantly appear in response to 
the call of duty.

movement guaranteed freedom to all slaves 
of the island who would abandon their 
Spanish masters and join their fortunes 
with those of free Cuba. That insurrec- 


“tion was really the work of the white peo- 


ple of Cuba, excepting of the official class. 
The exactions under which they labored 
were so severe that it seemed to many of 
the wealthy native planters that more was 
to be hoped for from the insurgents than 
from the government. The impetus was 
given by Carlos Manuel de Cespedes, the 
scion of a family which traced its descent 
from the days of Columbus. He had been 
educated in the universities of the old 
world and inherited from his associations 
there fhe red cap ideas of the revolutionary 
dreamers of 1848, which unfitted him for 
residence in a land of slavery. He set 
free 200 slaves that they might fight under 
General Agramonte, and his example was 
followed by numerous others. Later dur- 
ing that war, Spain recognized the free- 
dom of these ‘slaves and of others stili in 
slavery, in a spirit of confiscation against 
their Cuban owners. These new benefi- 
ciaries of freedom, hating Spain, were wel- 
comed by the insurgents, treated as equals, 
and given first places, in order to en- 
courage all of their race in joining them. 
It was out of this accession of blacks that 
Antonio Maceo and his eleven brothers 


sprang into notice, nine of the number 
nt ted lost their lives in the cause which

Can the president of a supposable Ouban«} 


republic refuse recognition socially to the 
very man of all others who has furnished 
the brawn which has fought the battle of 
the island? The negroes already form al- 


most 50 per cent of the population. That 
much of the Cuban vote, therefore, can 


be set down as permanently purchasable 
and corrupt, as it has been found 
to be throughout the United States. 

Joined to them the corrupt white vote, at 
least one-fourth of the remainder will 
give a clear majority of people ready to 
relapse into the wildest of barbarism, and 
duplicating the retrogression of Hayti and 
Santo Domingo. 

The Work of the Rasistas. 

These fears are given point by the fact 
that Maceo is the head of the secret order 
of negro conspirators against white rule 
known as the Rasistas. This society, 
organized in Santiago ten years ago, is 
largely spread throughout Cuba, Hayti, 
Santo Domingo and Jamaica. The prime 
qualification for membership is that the 
applicant must not be in the employ of a 
white master, and must take care that 
he never enters such employment. This 
perpetuation of the equality instilled into 
them during the last revolution is the 
mainspring of their present enthusiasnr 
in the cause of Cuban liberty. The ex- 
istence of this society, aiming at the con- 
solidation of the West India islands into 
a huge negro confederation, it is claimed 
in official circles here, is well known to 
the British government, through its inter- 
est in the island of Jamaica, and for that 
reason there is an understanding between 
the government of Great Britain and Spain 
which will call for united action if the 
worst comes to the worst. 

When the great value of the West Indies 
is taken into account, Cuba selling to the 
United States alone over $60,000,000 annual- 
ly, the question becomes pertinent if these 
islands, so rich and inviting, should be 
abandoned of white men, and turned into 
a saturnalia of negro anarchy and bar- 
barism. 

The People Revolutionized. 

The six hundred mile gallop of the in- 

surgents from one end of the island to the 


other, almost unopposed, and at no point 
seriously checked, means more than the 
Spanizh authorities care to admit. It 
means that the people of Cuba have be~ 
comfe thoroughly revolutionized, that those 
in the sugar and tobacco districts, who 
have hitherto held aloof have been torn 
from the moorings of loyalty to Spain, and 
that to hold the island will require al- 
most as many soldiers as there are in- 
habitants. Iusurgent leaders may be bought 
or killed, there may be occasional sus- 
pensions of hostilities, but the hour has 
come, and the last hold of Spain upon the 
American continent must be loosed. 
Campos Surrounded by Guards. 
Captain General Campos, shivering in 
his palace in this city, fears the approach 
of friend or foe, and shuts himself from 
the people behind a cordon of soldiers. | 
In the meantime the gallant riders who 
have dashed from Cape Maysi to Cape 
Antonio have the freedom of the open air 
and the sympathy of the people.

REPUBLICANS ARE DETERMINED

Frankfort, Ky., January 14.(Special.)—

backbone of the sound Money cable was ef- 
fectually broken by the action of ex-Speak- 
er Toney Carroll, who assumed the role of 
leader of the Blackburn forces on the floor 


of the house. 

Mr. Carroll denounced the ruling of 
Speaker Blanford as more disgraceful than 
the reign or czar Reed in his palmiest days. 
The democrats also retaliated on the re- 


Mr. Carroll charged that Representative 
Rattcliff, a republican member, was in- 
eligible to serve, he held a government 
position. Carrol demanded that Ratcliff 
arise and either affirm or deny the charge, 
but Speaker Blanford ruled the question 
out of order. The democrats, however, suc- 
ceeded in forcing the speaker to appoint a 
committee to investigate the charge against 
Ratcliff. 

In the contest against Pence, the contest- 
ed member offered to make an oath that 
he was the legal age when elected, but the 
republicans refused to permit this and de- 
manded that his father and mother be sent 
ror and interrogated under oath before the 
house as to Pence’s age.

Change of Plan Made. 


The entire plan of action was changed 
by the Blackburn people tonight and they 
will go into a joint.session on Tuesday 
next as prescribed by law. The best legal 
opinion obtainable is to the effect that the 
refusal of the senate to go into joint ses- 
sion will not prevent the election of a sena- 
tor if a majority of, the members of both 
houses convene and elect a man. 

Hunter must have seventy votes to ac- 
complsn this: “Hée-aiw has sixty-eight, 
while Blackburn has sixty-nine, counting 
the two populists and the entire democratic 
force in both houses. 

Unless the republicans unseat one mem- 
ber they cannot force a joint session. Rat- 
cliff is clearly ineligible and unless the re- 
publicans commit fraud he will be unseat- 
ed.

TURMOIL IN MISSISSIPPI. 


Governor Stone Causes a Sensation by 
an Appointment. 


Jackson, Miss., January 14.—The Missis- 
sippi legislature has done little today, 
partly on account of the senatorial con- 
test, but more largely because of a law 
requesting the house to count the ballot 
cast in the preceding state election. The 
task was completed about sundown but 
the total vote was not footed up. Few 
members remained to listen to the monoto- 
nous proceedings.Every member particular- 
ly interested in the success of the senatorial 
candidate was in the lobby or around the 
headquarters of his favorite. Last night’s 
balloting had surprised no one except the 
Money supporters, who claimed enough 
votes to nominate on the first or 
second ballot. It was then, and still is, 
the field against Money, but it is not be- 
lieved the latter can head him off. In fact, 
it is thought Money would have been nom- 
inated could a third ballot have been se- 
cured as he lacked only twelve votes of the 
goal, but the opposition forced the ad- 
journment. 

Quite a sensation was created in official 
circles today when it became known that 
Governor Stone had appointed Hon. J. B. 
Chrisman’s successor as a circuit judge 
of this, the seventh judicial district, and 
sent the same to the senate for confirma- 
tion. This will be underStood when it is 
known that Governor Stone goes out of 
office on the 2ist instant, and Judge Chris- 
man’s term expires the next day. There 
are other applicants for the place—in fact, 
it is conceded that Governor-elect Mc- 
Laurin has promised the plum to Hon. 
Robert Powell, of Canton, and the conse- 
quence is that the Mchaurin and Powell 
contingent are mad and using every means 
to defeat the confirmation. The judiciary 
committee is expected to report tomorrow.

MOVROYENI BEY ANSWERS. | 


SAYS THAT MISS BARTON HAS 
NOT APPLIED PROPERLY. 
Draws a Parallel Case Regarding the 
United States and an Outbreak 
of Indians. 


Washington, January 14.—Movroyeni Bey, 
the Turkish minister to the United States, 
this afternoon authorized the publicat.on 
of the following statement in regard to 
the reported interventions of the Red Cross 
Association: 

“You ask me,’ said the Turkish minis- 
ter, “what I have to say about the statc- 
ment that the Red Cross Society has ae- 
cided not to pay any attention to the com- 
munication until it is officially transmitted 
to it. My answer is very simple and it is 
the following: The Red Cress has: never 
comamunicated with this legation. It has 
only communicated, to my krowledge, with 
the press and the public: its president, Miss 
Clara Barton, a&sisting, without protest, 
at public mectings where the most gross 
and unjust abuse wes made of the Turk- 
ish government, legation and race, AS the 
Red Cross, or ary of its representatives, 
never visited this legation, it is clear 
and logical that this legation has nothing 
to communicate to said society. This lega- 
tion sent its communication to the press 
because it is the public that the Red Cross 
took into its confidence. But, naturally, l 
will always be ready and pleased to give 
to the Red Cross Society any explanation 
it may think proper to ask for. 

“This whole question,’’ added the minis- 
ter, “is a question of right. Suppose for 
one moment that your own Indians were 
to revolt against your legit.mate authori- 
ty. Suppose that you put down their re- 
volt and suppose that in some foreign 
country some foreigners were to calumni- 
ate publicly your civilization, your race 
and your religion. Not satisfied with that, 
suppose that these fore.gners, on the 
strength of such false accusations, were 
to raise money and bring it for distribu- 
tion, through their own channels, how- 
ever respectable the latier may be, to the 
very people that revolted against your gov- 
ernment. Would that money, raised on 
hatred and denunciation, would even a 
n.oral aid from foreigners, be welcome to 
this great country of yours, however wel- 
conte it Might be, for obvious reasons, to 
your Indians? A® you see, this whole ques- 
tion is a very cled@f one. But, I wish you 
at the same time to Understand that, even 
today, notwithstanding the contrary assur- 
ances of interested pajyties, the Turkish 
government has no anWNM0OSsity whatever 
against the Armenians and’ @Mly w-shes to 
see them prosper under its 1¢S'!timate and 
rightful authority.” 


WILL BROOK NO INTERFERENCE 


Turks Refuse To Permit Any Dis*ti- 
bution of Collected Money. a 
Washington, January 14.—The Turkish 
legation gave out ‘yesterday “the follow- 
ing communication: 

“The imperial government’ will not per- 
mit any distribution among his subjects, on 
his own territory, by any foreign society 
or individuals, however respectable same 
may be (as for instance the Red Cross 
Society) of money collected abroad. Such 
interference no independent government 
has ever allowed, especially when the eol- 
lections are made on -the strength of 
speeches delivered in public .meetings by 
irreconcilable enemies of the Purkish race 
and religion and on the basis of false ac+« 
cusations that Turkey repudiates. Besides, 
the sublime porte is mindful of the true 
interest of its subjects and, distinguishing 
between the real state of things and the 
calumnies and wild exaggerations of inter- 
ested or fanatical parties, will, as it has 
done herevofore, under its own legitimate 
control, alleviate the wants of all Turk- 
ish subjects living in certain provinces ir- 
respective of creed or race.”

BALDWIN RELEASED. 


He Killed the Man Who Compromised 
His Wife. 

Jacksonville, Fla., January 11.—M. Wi 
Baldwin, son of a Cleveland, O., million- 
aire, and relative of ex-United States Sen- 
ator H. B. Payne, was tonight declared: 
justifiable in the killing of Andrew You- 
man, a young man whom Baldwin found 
in a compromising position with Mrs. 
Baldwin on the night of June 8, 1895. Mrs. 
Baldwin, who has now been divorced, was 
the state’s only witness and Daldwin’'s 
statement was the sole evidence submitted 
by the defense. The case went to the jury 


without argument and in ten minutes a | 


verdict of acquittal was rendered. The state- 
ments of Mr. and Mrs. Baldwin were high-

Measles Breaks Qut on Another Prisoner 
in the County Jail. 


JOHN BROOKS, GORDON COUNTY 


It Seems That the Disease Has Not 
Been Checked in Its Fatal March 
Among the Prisoners. 


One more case of measles has broken out 
in the Fulton county jail. One by one the 
inmates of the prison are being stricken 
by the fatal disease and the dirty bastile is 
being roundly condemned. 

Yesterday morning John Brooks, a Unit- 
ed States prisoner from Gordon county, 
fell a victim to the disease which ended the 
life of three of his unfortunate fellows in 
the man-pen. His case was pronounced 
measles by the physicians in charge of 
the prisoners. 

During the prevalence of the disease in 
the jail no more men will be committed 
there. When it is necessary to hold a 
prisoner in Atlanta over night hereafter 
they will be locked up at the city police 
Station. 

_ The latter rule operated last night in the 
case of J. H. Ingram, of Paulding county. 
He was arrested in that county yesterday 
morning, charged with running a still with- 
outa license. Deputy Marshal Duke 
brought Ingram to Atlanta and carried 
him before United States Commissioner 
Broyles for a commitment trial 

The witnesses in the case could not be 
present yesterday and Ingram’s case went 
over until this morning. Judge Broyles 
committed the prisoner to the station house 
for the night, in accordance with the order 
issued by Judge Newman last week, pro- 
hibiting the incarceration of new prisoners 
in the county jail. 

The change of prisons is considered only 
humane, and for the safety of the unfor- 
tunates who are taken from their fields and 
locked in the dingy prison on Fraser street 
ordinarily. The prison in its present con- 
dition is a disease-breeding place, ac- 
cording to its critcs, and when a man is 
placed in it his life is greatly endangered. 
The falure of the government and county 
to erect suitable places of confinement for 
their prisoners has cost the lives of at 
least three unfortunates lately. ® 

The jail officials and Sheriff Barnes de- 
clare that all possible is being done to alle- 
viate the sufferings of those at the prison. 
The place is cleaned as regularly as -eems 
mecessary, but owing to the peculiar con- 
struction and natural dinginess of the 
place it is impossible to keep the cells and 
corridors in a respectable condition, 

The blankets and other necessities at the 
jail are said to be a disgrace to the coun- 
ty. The things are washed often, but get 
dirty in a little time. Some of the prison- 
ers are of a slovenly disposition and their 
cells are semi-hog pens until cleaned out 
by the janitors in the mornings. ‘I'ne 
Many negroes constantly going in the jail 
from the different branches of the courts 
account for the condition of things part- 
ly. Those about the jail say that some of 
the inmates are utter strangers to water 

and clean clothes. 

Several gévernment prisoners are suffer- 
ing from measles in the prison. It waa 
thought that the disease was about to be 
stamped out, but the new case yesterday 
seems to indicate that it has a firm hold on 
The prison is being kept in as 
order as possible, but the steps tak- 


“én to extinguish the disease appear to be 


ineffective. 

Yesterday’s victim is not yet reriously 
sick, but the gisease is of a pronounced 
character.

The successful landing of the expedition 
is particularly opportune. Gomez end Ma- 
ceo are hovering in the vicinity, some fif- 
teen miles away, with upwards of 4,000 
troops.

Bartlett’s Speech "Was Attacked by 
His Conferee—Debate Took Up 
Four Hours. 


Washington, January 14.—For four hours 
today the debate on the general pensions 
appropriation bill ran along in the house 
without especial incident, the only spice 
of variety even, being the occasional ef- 
forts of Mr. Bartlett, of New York, to Cce- 
fend the position he had taken in his 
speech yesterday, in which he supported 
the administration by the pension bureau 
of the laws entrusted to it for execution. 
Then Mr. Cummings, of New York, occu- 
pied five minutes in a most vigorous at- 
tack upon the policy of the pension bureau, 
which he declared caused union svuldiers 
and their widows to shiver with appre- 
hension that they would *be stabbed in the 
pack by a bureau where they should re- 
ceive only encomiums and support. He re- 
pudiated the speech of Mr. Bartlett in the 
name of the democracy of New York, the 
Tammany hall democracy, which he assert- 
ed had always ~been loyal to the union and 
the friend of the soldier of the union. He 
was surrounded during the delivery of his 
impassioned phillippic by republican mem- 
bers who applauded nearly-every sentence. 

Just before Mr. Cummings spoke tnere 
had been a partial defense of the pension 
bureau by Mr. Poole, of New York, and 
his attacks were all the more noticeable be- 
cause of the eontrast thus afforded.

WILL MAKE NO CHANGE. 


CARLISLE INTENDS TO LET THE 
BOND CIRCULAR STAND. 


Administration Fears a Congestion in 
the Money Market When the 
Bonds Are Sold. 


Washington, January 14—No change or 
moditicatfen in the circular issued by 
Secretary Carlisle inviting bids for $100,000,- 
000 4 per cent thirty-year bonds on a 3 per 
cent basis is contemplated at the treasury 
department. Already under this circular 
bids have been received for the bonds, 
which bids, it is said, would be vitiated 
by any change now made, which would 
work a hardship upon those alre:@y nav- 
ing bid. Under the circular, bidders have 
forty days within which time to complete 
payment for bonds accepted by the secre- 
tary of the treasury, and should there be, 
as feared in some quarters, a congestion 
in the money market, because of the large 
amount withdrawn from banks and cther 
depositories with which to pay for the 
bonds, it is understood that the secretary 
of the treasury will use his aiscretion ac- 
cording to circumstances in exacting ray- 
ment within the time specified in the cir- 
cular. It is not the desire of the aiminis- 
tration to bring about a congeston. in the 
money market, and should it appear to the 
secretary of the treasury that such a con- 
gestion would result from his exacting lit- 
eral compliance with the terms of the cir- 
cular as to the payment, he will so regu- 
late the payments and extend the time as 
in his discretion, the circumstances of the 
case demand. 

Considérable interchange of views on this 
point in a quiet kind of way has been go- 
ing on for the past few days between the 
secretary and those charged with the re- 
sponsibility of perfecting the details of the 
bond payments. It is readily recognized 
that there are two points of the situation, 
viz: That of the secretary and that of 
the bidders, from whom the gold is to be 
received. The object of the treasury is 
to do the best they can for the govern- 
ment; the object of the bankers and bid- 
ders is to get the bonds on the best terms 
for themselves. It is recognized that most 
of the gold received from the bonds must 
come out of the banks of the country, 
and principally out of New York. The 
effect of this wontld be to reduce the gold 
holdings of the banks and to necessitate 
the substitution of some other form of 
coin or paper currency for the reserve thus 
witiidrawn. ‘his would naturally pro- 
duce a congestion in the money market, 
and the secretary of the treasury knowing 
this, will, as above stated, exercise his 
discretion in the premises alike for the 
benefit of the treasury and the banking 
community at large. The substance of 
these assurances has been communicated 
in various letters written within the last 
week at the treasury department <o bank- 
ers and others throughout the country. 
While no promise is given that the pay- 
ments for the bonds will not be required 
to be made within forty days the sec- 
retary has stated that he being the judge 
of the circumstances will exercise his 
discretion in the matter to prevent as far 
as he can any injurious contraction in the 
currency.

NEW GOVERNOR’S ADDRESS. 


It Is One That Is Full of Dignity and 
Meaning. : 


_—_ LL OOO OD 
Columbia, S. C., January 14.—(Special.)— 
The following is a synopsis of the govern- 
or’s message, read to the legislature to- 
day: 
The governor first refers to the new suf- 
frage law which must be enacted in ac- 
cordance. with the terms of the new con- 
stitution. He recommends that the law be- 
enacted the first thing, because the people 
are anxious to know how and when to reg- 
ister, and it is of great importance that a 
full registration of voters be had before the 
‘next election. He gives Senator irby and 
his friends a quiet jab whep: he says, “‘de- 
signing demagogues <2e already at work 
filling the ears and neads of confiding con- 
stituents with false impressions concerning 
the provision of the constitution, and there 
is no safer plan to set at naught such 
falsehoods than by allowing the people to 
see and read for themselves. He reviews 
at some length the necessary changes re- 
quired in the various departments of the 
government by reason of the constitution 
and speaking of the constitutional provi- 
sion allowing the representatives of a par- 
ty lynched to obtain damages against the 
county where the crime was committed, 
he says: “It is a matter of gratification to 
the people of the state that the constitu- 
tional convention in no uncertain terms 
reprobated and condemned this pernicious 
practice. There has occurred during the 
past year four cases of lynching within the 
state and no one has been punished for 
the crime generally regarded as justifying 
such action. This should convince any 
mind that if lynching is to be condoned and 
tacitly encouraged for any crime, like a 
loathsome contagious disease, it will spread 
over the entire category of crime, when a 
dozen or more frenzied persons feel that 
justice has miscarried until anarchy pre- 
vails and our republican form of govern- 
ment is destroyed. The failure to punish 
this class of offenders is not the fault of 
the executive. In each and every case I 
have exhausted every means in my power 
to apprehend the guilty parties, and have 
employed special detectives to ferret out 
the crime, not in vain. The citizens in the 
neighborhood invariably condemn the of- 
fenders, but never inform or assist the oflfi- 
cers of the law in punishing them. It is 
to be hoped that such legislation will be 
enacted by your honorable body as will 
prevent in future the repetition of such bar- 
barous practices. I fear, however, that 
nothing short of the loss of the official 
heads of the officers permitting lynchings 
will ever put an end to it.” 

With reference to the ease with which 
coporations have heretofore obtained char- 
ters in this state the governor suggests that 
the secretary of state be required to col- 
lect and turn into the treasury prescrived 
fees for each charter, the minimum to be 
$10 and gradually increasing, so as to bear 
some relation to the capital stock involved. 
He recommends a graduated tax upon in- 
comes and licenses on occupations and bus- 
inesses. 

He calls attention to the fact that a 
school term of léss than six months is a 
farce almost and asks the legiNature to 
provide that they sm@ll run at least that 
time, and points out how it can be done 
with the taxation allowed by the constigu- 
tion. He recommends that the office of 
scnool commissioner in the counfies either 
be abolished or such laws passed in refer- 
ence to them as will secure competent men 
to discharge the duties of the office. 

The legislature is called upon to make 
liberal provision for the ccnfederate soldiers 
and their widows. 

In the financial portion of the message 
recommending the income tax the governor 
Says: “‘Under the .law money invested in 
state and United States bonds is exempt 
from taxation. The stock of banks and 
corporation is exempt in proportion to the 
amount of the capital invested in state 
bonds. This was intended to encourage the 
banks to assist the state in refunding her 
debt and yet not one would come to the 
rescue at the critical moment and we were 
forced to sell our bonds in foreign mar- 
kets. Since that time, however, the banks 
and investors of the state have purchased 
them, paying large premiums for them, 
until now almost the entire issue is owned 
in Charleston and other cities of the state. 
This capital can only be reached by the 
income tax.”” The recommendation is that 
the tax apply to all incomes of $1,000 or 
more. 


The report of Phosphate Ispector Jones 
is referred to and the governor, while ad- 
mitting that the outlook for the industry 
,is not bright, still believes that the inspec- 
tor takes too pessimistic a view of the 
situation and does not indorse his recom- 
mendation that the royalty be reduced to 
25 cents a ton. 

All public institutions are referred to and 
are found to in an excellent condifion. 
He suggests that the state use the 100-horse 
power owned by it in the Columbia canal 
in operating an electric plant for lighting 
_the public institutions in the city of Co- 
lumbia. 

An appropriation of $25,000 is suggested 
for the south Carolina college, the board of 
trustees having asked for $34,000. The gov- 
ernor thinks that with the fees charged the 
amount asked for will be made up. Claflin 
college, he suggests, should remain as it is 
for this year, as it will be impracticable 
to separate it from Claflin university, which 
is under the control of the Methodist 
church in the north. Only $20,000 is recom- 
mended for the support of the Citadel acad- 
emy. Clemson college, which gets the fer- 
tilizer tax, the message suggests, should get 
a fixed appropriation, as the tax will be 
more than the institution needs. For the 
wm aio recommends that the 
sum of ,000 be given, as it will require 
over $22,000 to pay past indebtedness in- 
curred in the erection of the buildings.

Lennox Killed Four and Then Died 
with Boots On. 

Paris, Tex., January 14.—At Detroit, six- 
teen miles east of here, in Red River coun- 
ty, yesterday, Worth Duncan, a prominent 
merchant, shot and instantly killed Dr. J. 
S. Lennox. 

The trouble arose over a debt. Lennox, 
who was the aggressor, has had a checker- 
ed career. On May 2, 1882, he killed Tom 
Young at Shawneetown, I. T., for which he 
was indicted in the federal court at Fort 
Smith, but eluded arrest. On January 13, 
1883, he killed George Howard near the 
Same place. While on the scout he and 
others killed Deputy Marshal Dave Lay- 
man. He kept out of the way of officers 
for ten years but was finally arrested at 
Waco, Tex., where he was going under an 
assumed name, and take to Fort Smith. In 
November, 1892, he was indicted here for 
the murder of Howard and on May 16, 1893, 
was tried and convicted of manslau hter. 
He succeeded in getting a new tri and 
was released on bond and has been at lib- 
erty ever since.

~ A-HORRIBLE DEATH. . 


MRS. O'SHIELDS DIES OF HYDRO- 
PHOBIA NEAR TOCCOA. 


Was Bitten by a Mad Dog in October. 
The Disease Developed 
Monday. 


Toccoa, Ga., January 14.—(Special.)—Mrs. 
Emma O’Shields, a widow, died a most 
horrible death from hydrophobia at her 
home about four miles from here this 
morning at 6 o’clock. To have witnessed 
her intense suffering would have proven 
& menace to every dog owner in the state. 

From 4 o'clock yesterday afterroon un- 
til her death, Drs.’ Edge and Davis, who 
were in attendance, describe the case as 
terrible beyond description. when they 
arrived at her bedside her head was ly- 
ing in a pool of saliva. An wettendant 
was standing by her with a mop wiping 
it away, afraid to approach too near. 

She was bitten by a rabid dog last Oc- 
tober. The wound appeared to be very 
slight, and little attention was paid to it. 
She was seized, however, yesterday with 
the only genuine case of hydrophobia that 
has ever been known in our county. 

Mrs. O’Shields was about thirty years 
old, the mother of three children and 
known as an upright Christian woman. 


MERCER WANTS MONEY. 


An Endowment Needed for Necessary 
Improvements. 

Macon, Ga., January 14.—(Special.)—The 
board of trustees of Mercer university met 
this morning and again this afternoon to 
devise ways and means to raise an addi- 
tional endowment of $100,000 to enlarge the 
scope of the educational work of the uni- 
versity and to inaugurate a-regular edu- 
cational campaign, as was fully outlined 
in today’s Constitution. The trustees 
present were: Rev. Dr. W. L. Kilparick, 
of Hephzibah, chairman; William Cooper, 
Cedartown; P. A. Jesup, Cordele; W. T. 
Clarke, Americus; J. G. McCaw, Quili- 
man; J. D. Chapman, Hawkinsville; A. D. 
Freeman, “Newnan; J. G. Gibson, Atlanta; 
B. F. Ivey, Irwinton; T. J. Holmes, Ten- 
nille; H. R. Bernard, Athens; S. G. Jeam- 
son, Atlanta; J. D. Stetson, E. Y. Mallory, 
E. D,. Huguenin, C. B. Willingham and B. 
lL. Willingham, Macon. There was also 
present Rev. Dr. Henry McWonald, of At- 
lanta, chairman of the committee appoint- 
ed at the pastors’ conference held in At- 
lanta to co-operate with the trustees in 


this great educational movement. Amoug 
the questions discussed at the morning 


‘and afternoon sessions was co-education 


of the sexes. There was a general public 
meeting at the First Baptist church to- 
nignt for the discussion or the object that 
called the trustees together. 

This afternoon at 4 o’cloek the trustees 
adjourned to make an inspection of ‘the 
military department of: the university and 
the drilling of the students on the campus, 
all of which is under the admirable man- 
agement and command of Colonel E. D. 
Huguenin, who is lieutenant colonel of the 
Second Georgia regiment and a trustee of 
the university. 

The trustees decided to undertake the 
campaign to raise $100,000 endowment, and 
are busy perfecting plans. 


Banking Cases. 

In order to avoid in future the ‘‘bank- 
ing’’ of cases in the United States court, 
Judge Speer passed the following import- 
ant order today: 

“Ordered by the court that whenever 
criminal cases are set for trial at any 
term, all parties defendant to sucb cases 
shall appear on a day to be fixed by the 
court, at which time counsel shall be ap- 
pointed for pauper defendants, and all 
pleas, demurrers or other defenses _— shail 
be filed and all applications for witnesses 
at the expense of the government be 
made; and at which time the district at- 
terney in open court, and under the di- 
rection of the court, shall proceed to as- 
sign such causes for trial, and shall assign 
only so many cases for each day as can 
probably be disposed of on the day of as- 
signment., 

“Ordered, further, that the witnesses for 
the prosecution and for the defense shall 
be summoned for the day of the assign- 
ment, and not earlier.’’ 

To Atlanta To Swear. 

Hon. William H. Felton, Jr., received his 
commission today from Governor Atkin- 
son as judge of the superior court of the 
Macon circuit, and he will go to Atlanta 
tomorrow to take the oath of office, as 
that is the day Judge Hardeman’s resigna- 
tion takes effect. On Friday night the bar 
of Macon will give an elegant banquet at 
the Hotel Lanier in honor of Judge Felton. 
Quite a number of elegant speeches will 
be made. It is understood that Mr, Wash- 
ington Dessau will act as toastmaster.

Ex-Cashier Cunningham Ends the Cases 
Against Him. 


ACKNOWLEDGES HE DID WRONG 


But That He Was Not Morally Guilty. 
Williams, the Murderer, Senten- 
ced to Life Imprisonment. 


Brunswick, Ga., January 14.—<(Special.)— 
Ex-Cashier Frank E. Cunningham, ‘of the 
Brunswick State bank, who has passed 
through two sensational and affecting tri- 
als on charges of felony, which have been 
reported fully in these dispatches, was to- 
day allowed to plead guilty to a misde- 
meanor. Through his attorneys, Atkinson 
& Dunwoody, he presented an exculpato- 
ry affidavit, in which he said he was guilty 
of the offense charged technically, but not 
morally. He was.sentenced to pay a fine 
of $250 and costs, which he paid, and re- 
lieved himself of further trials under the 
penal law. 

This ended cases that have furnished 
citizens here and elsewhere something to 
talk about for two years past, involving 
the interests of more people than any 
cases ever before a Glynn county judge, 
and affecting a larger number of business 
interests, as it is considered that the 
turn which Cunningham’s cases took would 
indicate what the directors may expect 
from their indictments. 

Last month the case charging Cunning- 
ham with criminally misrepresenting the 
condition of the bank in order to secure 
deposits resulted in a mistrial, and today’s 
trial was the sequel. 

In passing sentence Judge Sweat said 
he thought the demands of the law would 
be fully met by the penalty imposed. He 
alluded to the ordeal of two trials which 
the defendant had to undergo, and deemed 
the punishment sufficient. On the indict- 
ment before this court for felony Cun- 
ningham was acquitted, and his friends are 
congratulating him now on his once more 
being a free man. 

Williams Sentenced for Life. 

In the case of Henry Williams, the dou- 
ble murderer, Atkinson & Bennett, the de- 
fendant’s attorneys, agreed, with the con- 
sent of the court, to enter a plea of guilty 
with recommendation to mercy. Judge 
Sweat then sentenced Williams to impris- 
onment for life, it being the first sentence 
for life ever passed in Glynn county. 

Evidence against Williams near the con- 
clusion of the case grew so damaging that 
his attorneys thought best not to risk the 
case going to the jury, but to try and save 
his neck. Williams, according to the evi- 
dence, simply shot his ‘two victims down 
for the pleasure of seeing human blood 
flow. 

Held the Railroad Responsible. 

The coroner’s jury decided today that 
the Southern railroad was to blame for 
killing the child of Joseph Carveno yes- 
terday, on account of running too fast in 
the city limits and inefficient air brakes. 

At a meeting of stockholders today J. 
M.. Madden was elected president, Cashier 
A. H. Lane was promoted to the vice 
presidency of the Merchants and Traders’ 
bank and Bookkeeper W. B. Cook to the 
cashiership. The promotion of Mr. Lane 
will add to His responsibility as manager 
of the bank, and he will devote his time 
exclusively to that interest. Cashier Cook’s 
promotion is a good one. A semi-annual 
dividend of 3 per cent was also declared. . 

At a meeting of stockholders today H. 
W. Reed was elected president, C. Down- 
ing vice president and E. D. Wajiker cash- 
ier of the National Bank of Prunswick. 
Mr. Walter’s election was a promotion in 
line with a gradual rise since his con- 
nection with the institution.

General Passenger Agents Discuss Immi- 
gration to the South. 


ALL WANT TO ENCOURAGE IT 


They Are Afraid To Make a Very Low 
Rate Now Because It Would Hurt 
the Tourist Business. 


A meeting of the rate committee of the 
Southern Passenger Association was held 
yesterday in the Equitable building. A 
quorum of the members were present. The 
session was given up to routine business 
and very little of public interest was 
transacted. 

A resolution was offered to give a eent 
a mile rate from Ohio river points for on 
excursion to Fitzgerald, Ga. This is the 
Grand Army colony. The sentiment of the 
members was in favor of encouraging im- 
migration to the south, but the objection 
was raised that just at this time a cheap 
rate would interfere seriously with the 
tourist travel. It was argued that tourists 
would hold back for the cheap rate and 
the lines would lose revenue. 

Mr. Turk, of the Southern, said that his 
company wanted to do all in its power to 
help the movement of settlers into the 
south. He made a strong, clear-cut speech 
on the policy of his company and stated 
that his personal interest in immigration 
was sincere and deep. 

The cheap rate proposition was defeated, 
but it was said that later a low rate will 
be given to Fitzgerald. A reduced rate 
for home seekers’ excursions is given one 
dav in each month. 

A rate of one fare for the round trip 
was fixed for the mardi gras travel. This 
rate will go into effect about February 16th. 
It was stated that the people of New Or- 
leans are preparing for a brilliant mardi 
gras this year. 

The next meeting of the rate committee 
will be held at Tampa, Fla., the second 
Tuesday in February.

The Southern Pacific 
has sent in for redemption tickets pur- 
chased in the south at less than tariff 
rates. 

The Atlanta exposition, it is said, is. re- 
sponsible ‘for these rediwtions. Conces- 
sionaires and others departing from there 
were given rates of 1% cents per mile by 
authorization of the Southern Passenger 
Association. On this basis a rate of $37 
from Atlanta to Los Angeles was offered 
until the Transcontinental Association re- 
fused to recognize it in its territory. In 
spite of this it 1s alleged the Santa Fe 
made still further reductions, and in some 
instances sold tickets from Birmingham 
to Los Angeles for $25, a reduction of $33.35 
from tthe authoriztd rate.

“GET OFF THE GRASS” 


General Coxey Tells of His Famous March 
to Washington. 


SCARCITY OF REAL MONEY 
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This Brought on the Crusade—Gener- 
al Coxey Wants To Do Away with 
National Banks. 


Ceneral J. S. Coxey, the famous advocate 
of the common people whose name will be 
associated for all time to come with the 
patch of grass in the neighborhood of tie 
capitol building in Washington city, dis- 
cussed the money question before a smail 
audience of admirers at the Columbia last 
night. : 

Incidentally he rehearsed the story of his 
celebrated march from Massillon, U., to 
ihe seat of government 

“The purpose of this march,” said Gen- 
eral Coxey in his lecture last night, “‘was 
to divert the minds of the American people 
from the tariff issue and to fix it upon 
the morey question, especially in its appli- 
cation to the laboring classes of this coun- 
try. The enterprise succeeded beyond the 
mest sarguine hopes of those who weie 
interested in the success of the movement. 
The newspapers took up the subject and 
the matter was discussed in the local 
and editorial columns of all the leading 
metropolitan journals. In one of these I 
was represented as trying to break into a 
iunatic asylum. Ridicule was heaped upon 
me and I was made the target of abuse 
and criticism from all directions; but this 
only helped to advertise the march and to 
bring about the main result for which the 
army was organized.”’ 

General Coxey stated that the distance 
intervening between Massillon, O., and 
Washington city was about four hundred 
miles. He calculated on makirg the trip 
with his followers in thirty-five days and 
succeeded with close approximation in 
reachirg the capital within that limit. The 
privations and discouragements encounter- 
ed along the way were very great, but they 
were stimulated by the assurance that the 
eyes of the country were upon them and 
that Washington city would soon be 
reached. . 

“Before arriving at the capitol,” said 
General Cox2y, “I left the army about six 
miles from the capital and proceeded in 
advance to Washington for the purpose 
cf making all necessary arrangements. I 
called to see Mr. Crisp, who was then the 
speaker of the house of representatives. 
He wanted to know the object of my visit 
and I explained the situation to him as 
fully as I could. I told him that I wanted 
to advocate the non-interest-bearing bond 
bill and to make a strong appeal to con- 
gress on behalf of the laboring men of the 
country. I told him I thought these un- 
employed men should be put to work by 
the government and that the money should 
pay them. He laughed at the idea, wut I 
gave him to understand that if the United 
States could issue greenbacks in 1862 for 
the purpose of putting muskets into the 
hands of the people the government could 
also issue them for the purpose of putting 
picks and shovels into the hands of the 
honest laboring men of the land. To this 
he said nothing.” 

General Coxey then stated that after con- 
ferring with Speaker Crisp and Vice Presi- 
dent Stevenson he left Washington and re- 
joined his followers. Then began the march 
into the city. The general described the 
march to the capitol and the interference 
of the police officers, who refused to lis- 
ten to his protest. He and his followers 
were thus denied the constitutional right of 
peaceably assembling for the purpose of 
making a petition to congress. General 
Coxey referred to the character of his trial, 
declaring it to be the greatest farce of the 
century. 

“The twenty days whici I spent in pris- 
on,” said Gencral Coxey, “were the happi- 
est days of my life.. I-felt that the sympa- 
thies of the country were with me in my 
troubles and that persecution would ac- 
complish more for the cause I represented 
than any petition which I might: have had 
the privilege of making to congress. I was 
not wrong in this supposition. The atten- 
tion of the country was successfully divert- 
ed from the tariff to the money question. 
The people of the land could not resist the 
appeal of starving men, nor of those who 
were made victims of persecution by es- 
pousing their cause.’’ General Coxey stated 
that a hundred and fifty thousand men were 
in the labor procession as it marched to 
the capitol. 

Explaining the origin of the panic of 1893, 
General Coxey ascribed its cause to the 
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President Cleveland as the agent of the 
goldbugs and money gamblers, and paid his 
respects with equal severity to both the 
democratic and republican parties. He de- 
clared that Mr. Cleveland had made a 
trade with those who voted for the repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sherman’ 
act, against the wishes of their constitu- 
ents, agreeing to indemnify them against 
loss in the event of their defeat for re-elec- 
tion. Breckenridge of Arkansas, Kilgore of 
Texas, and Springer of [llinois were all re- 
warded with good offices by President 
Cleveland. Breckenridge was sent to Russia, 
and Springer and Kilgore given district 
judgeships in the Indian territory. 
“Cleveland has made the Indian territory 
a democratic*hous® of refuge,” said Gén- 
eral Coxey, “and that’s where we are going 
to send him in 1897."" He declared that 
Cleveland and Shérman were too of a.kind 
both working to suppress the laboring men. 
General Coxey proposed as a remedy for 
the situation to revolutionize the credit 
System of the country and to do away with 
national banks. He advocated the passage 
of the non-interest bearing bond bill, per- 
mitting towns and cities to borrow money 
from the government based on the value 
of real estate. He also advocated the goy- 
ernment ownership of railroads. ,

‘tion of delegates to the national conven- 


tion of the party, and the other for a 
nomination of a state ticket. 

This year it is announced that the 
committee has already pratically de- 
cided, by the consent of its members, 
to hold but one convention at which all 


party matters to be considered during 


the year will be disposed of. 

This is an eminently wise change and 
one which should be adopted by the 
democrats of Georgia as well as those 
of Tennessee. 

It has been the custom for years in 
this state for the party to hold two con- 
ventions in presidential years, one of 
which is generally called for June and 
the other for August. The work of the 
first convention is confined to the selec- 
tion of delegates to the national conven- 
tion, while the second convention nomi- 
nates a ticket for state officers. Much 
time and energy is usually expended in 
the selection of delegates to each of the 
State conventions, and it would be a 
step in the right direction and one which 
would be approved by the people if the 
party could concentrate its attention to 
the selection of one set of delegates, 
representing the various counties of the 
state, who, in one convention, could dis- 
pose of the work which has heretofore 
required two convention campaigns, the 
selection of two sets of delegates and 
the loss of much time and money. 

Heretofore the democrats of Georgia 
have had the field to themselves, and 
concentrated effort was not as necessary 
as it is now, when the party is threat- 
ened with formidable opposition. [Tor 
this reason whatever divisions that ex- 
ist among the democrats of the state 
should not be accentuated by unneces- 
sary contests, covering a period of about 
six months, which is the time usually 
required to dispose of two state conven- 
tions, from the beginning of the cam- 
paign until the assembling of the last 
convention. 

The national democratic executive 
committee will meet tomorrow, the 16th 
instant, at Washington, and it will fix 


| the time and place for the holding of the 
' fmext national convention of the party. 
The date will probably be set for July, 

' @s the national republican convention 
meets on the 18th of June, and it is not 
probable that the democratic conven- 


tion will be held until sometime after 
that has fiinshed its work. 

If the national convention is called 
for July it would be worse than folly 
for the democrats of Georgia to be 
called together in two conventions, one 


just before and the other just after the 


national convention. 

This is a matter which the siate com- 
mittee should consider, and we believe 
that upon reflection its members will 
a@gree on the wisdom of adopting the 
course suggested by the Tennessee com- 
mitteemen.

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The Sifting Process. 

The troubles in the republican party 
which have been brewing for some time 
are about to reach a climax. Old Uncle 
Hoar,@who has for years been one of 
the pillars of the republican combina- 
tion, has declared that he will bolt the 
republican caucus and defeat the elec- 
tion of a republican secretary of the 
senate rather than yote for George C. 
Gorham for secretary. The objection 
of the northeastern republicans, like 
Hoar and Frye, to Gorham is that he is 
an out-and-out free coinage man. 

We have already called attention to 
the republican division in the house—a 
division that runs along financial lines. 
In the senate there is the same division, 
but it threatens to lead to more serious 
trouble than in the house. This is due 
to the fact that in the senate the free 
coinage element can, by combining, con- 
trol that body. 

The trouble must be deep indeed when 
such a stickler for party unity as Gran- 
ny Hoar declares that*he will bolt a re- 
publican caucus rather than vote for a 
free coinage man for secretary. In mak- 
ing his intentions known the Massachu- 
setts senator declared that ‘there would 
be no republican party in five years if 
the western men continued to hold the 
stand they hare taken.” 

There is more truth in this than even 
Hoar suspects. Heretofore the divisions 
in the republican party have been 
smoothed over by carrying on bloody 
shirt campaigns, but now that the sea- 
son of sectional prejudice is over, dif- 
ferences on economic and financial ques- 
tions will push themselves to the front. 
And these differences. are irreconcilable. 
They will allow the republican party no 
repose. 

We think that Senator Hoar is mis- 
taken when he says there will be no re- 
publican party in five years. There 
will be a republican party, and while it 
will not be a compactor organization 
than the present one, it will not be so 
large and influential. It will be com- 
posed of all those who believe in a 
monetary standard invented by and for 
the benefit of Shylockism—of all who 
are partners and agents of the money 
power—of all who believe in a. tariff 
high enough to promote trusts and mo- 
nopolies—of all who believe in class leg- 
islation in whatever shape or form it 
may present. This is inevitable, since 
in nature things animate as well as in- 
animate seek their affinities and are 
never content or at rest until they have 
found them. 

Men who believe in gold monometal- 
lisny and who approve or indorse the 
direful conditions that it results in are 
as certain to train with the republicans 
in the end as the fact that Johy Sher- 
man and Senator Hoar are republicans. 
The very fact that thev indorse this 
republican doctrine and uphold it is an 
evidence that they are gravitating to- 
ward the republican. Men who can in- 
dorse and approve a scheme for pro- 
moting the interests of the money pow- 
er at the expense of the rest of the peo- 
ple can find no difficulty whatever in 
agreeing to that other republican scheme 
for promoting monopolies, trusts and 
capitalistic combinations, protection for 
protection’s sake. For the evil 
ences*of a high tariff and the amount of 
unjust taxation that it levies on the peo- 
ple are trifling indeed when compared 
to the monstrous robbery that goes on 
under the single gold standard. Our 
people have had an opportunity to ex- 
perience some of the results of the sin- 
gle gold standard during the past few 
years, and they will appreciate the force 
of the comparison. 

We repeat that in politics as well as 
in nature, like seeks like, and sooner or 
later—considerably sooner than some of 
our readers have any idea of—the gold 
monometallists who are now pleased to 
call themselves democrats will be found 
openly acknowledging their allegiance 
to the republican party. On the other 
hand, the western republicans who have 
heretofore played into the hands of the 
eastern leaders of the party and who 
have been the bone and sinews of the 
organization, while maintaining finan- 
cial views directly contrary to those of 
their party, will gradually find their 
way into the democratic party. Their 
financial views being already democrat- 
ic, the rest will be easy. Having wit- 
nessed the appalling results of gold mo- 
nometallism, no persuasion will be nec- 
essary to convince them that the protec- 
tion incidental to raising the enormous 
amount of revenue that is necessary to 
the support of the government will be 
altogether sufficient to insure American 
wages to American labor; while bimet- 
allism will give prosperity to every form 
of American industry and to every re- 
sult of American enterprise. 

There is a sifting process going on in 
our politics—a gradual weeding out of 
incoherent and antagonizing elements— 
that is bound to result in great good for 
the democratic party and the people. 
This sifting process is perhaps not visi- 
ble to the small politicians—the puddle 
ducks that drift hither and yonder, 
moved by the impulse of every eddy— 
but it is perfectly plain to thoughtful 
observers. There is in the democratic 
party a comparatively small contingent 
which either believes or pretends to be- 
lieve in the British gold standard in the 
face of the ruin it has wrought in this 
country. Those who form this contin- 
gent will inevitably find their way into 
the republican party if they propose to 
remain true to their convictions; for the 
democratic voters of this country will 
neither tolerate their doctrines nor their 
leadership. }

A Man with Too Much Money. 

In France the Lebaudy case is the 
sensation of the day. 

Lebaudy was a young man who was 
handicapped by the disadvantage of 
having too much money. Unfortunately, 
he inherited great wealth and his lav- 
ish manner of living made him conspic- 
uous. When the time came for him to 
serve in the army he tried to be re- 
lieved on the ground of physical dis- 
ability, and many reputable physicians 
ecertitied that he was unfit for military 
duty. But the people and the newspa- 
pers raised such a clamor that the min- 
ister of war was afraid to do the man 
justice. aS 

The millionaire conscript, though suf- 
fering from consumption, had to go into 
the army, and then to a _ hospital. 
Time and again the doctors begged for 
his release, but the authorities refused. 
The young man had too much money. 
If discharged the newspapers "would be 
certain to accuse somebody of accepting 
a bribe, and no one cared to face the 
consequences. : 

Several persons, including 
ladies and journalists, fleeced 
ferer on his death bed out of millions, 
promising to secure his release, but 
their efforts were unavailing, and he 
died in the hospital. His sweetheart 
left her position in a theater and went 
to his bedside to nurse him, remaining 
with him to the last. She now refuses 
to accept his fortune which he be- 
queathed to her. 

Since Labaudy’s death there is a re- 
vulsion of public feeling, and it is now 
the general verdict that the authorities 
treated him very unjustly. It is one 
of the few cases in which a clever man 
was persecuted to death because he 
had too much money. 
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Concerning Real Estate. 

The New York Herald has the follow- 
ing significant editorial: 

Secretary Carlisle’s call for bids for one 
hundred million dollars of United States 
bonds has caused a temporary stringency 
in money to loan on real estate in this city, 
and has consequently seriously interfered 
with the market’s activity. 

Many of the institutions, estates and in- 
dividuals who lend money on real property 
will be among those who will offer subscrip- 
tions for the government’s obligations, and 
the thirty days clause in the treasury ad- 
vertisement will have the effect of tying up 
millions for that period. It is unnecessary 
to say that this withdrawal will prevent 
the purchase of many properties where the 
buyers depend on borrowing the bulk of 
the price to carry through their deals; and 
it must be remembered that the placing of 
satisfactory mortgages is the chief feat- 
usé in @ majority of the sales of real es- 
tate. 

On the other hand, the settlement of the 
bond question will immediately release for 
outside investment a vast amount of monéy 
and the rehabilitation of the gold reserve 
will restore general confidence throughout 
the country. Real estate will not be the 
last security to benefit by the improved 
conditions which may be looked for in Feb- 
ruary. 

The same cause which injured the 
real estate market in New York has, of 
course, injured it in every community 
in the United States. 

We must settle this bond business and 
get rid of it before we can expect that 
general degree of prosperity which will 
benefit real estate all over the country, 
and stimulate investments. 

It is a criminal policy to continue 
these bond issues, when we have it in 
our power to do without them by sim- 
ply returning to our former monetary

The Banks of Atlanta. 

The showing made by the banks of 
this city during the year of 1895 has 
been a remarkable one and speaks more 
eloquently than anything else could of 
the substantial growth of the business 
of Atlanta and of Atlanta itself. 

At this time when the yarious bank- 
ing institutions are selecting their offic- 
ers for the new year it is interesting to 
examine the record made by these in- 
Stitutions as compared with past years. 
The figures presented in the report of 
the Atlanta Clearing House Association 
show that the clearings for 1895 ex- 
ceeded those for 1894 by nearly nine 
millions of dollars. The deposits on 
the last Saturday in December in 1893 
were $3,900,000 in round numbers: the 
deposits for the last Saturday of De- 
cember, 1894, were a little more than 
$5,000,000; the deposits for the last Snt- 
urday in December, 1895, were a frac- 
tion more than seyen millions. 

These figures speak most eloquently 
for Atlanta’s present condition and for 
her steady and certain growth. The 
exposition was undoubtedly responsible 
for a large portion of the increase in 
clearings which 1895 showed over 1894, 
but the increase in population and the 
steady growth of Atlanta’s commercial 
territory had a vast deal to do with the 
advance that is shown. In other words, 
while the exposition increase was great 
the normal increase was of itself enough 
to attract the general attention of the 
business world. 

Atlanta’s banking institutions are in 
excellent hands; Atlanta is solid, and 
keeps on growing.

It is a sort of an advisory committee whose 
duty it is to investigate cases at different 


convict camps which seem to us likely to- 


merit pardons. 

“It is our idea, and our idea is borne out 
by the reports of penitentiary officials, 
that there are in the penitentiary a good 
many convicts who ought in justice be 
breathing the air of freedom, but whose 
cases have never been brought before the 
governor simply because they have no in- 
fluential friends who would work for their 
release. I refer particularly,” he said, “to 
misdemeanor convicts. It is known that 
the conditions which existed shortly after 
the war were such as to compel the courts, 
in order to put down crime, to put heavy 
sentences upon those convicted even for 
light offenses. A good many of the men 
so sentenced are still in the penitentiary, 
though in some cases the penalty for the 
crimes of which they were convicted has 
been made much lighter and the ends of 
justice have been fully met by the long 
terms they have already served. It is to 
find such men, to present to the governor 
the exact facts in their cases and to make 
such recommendations as the’°facts seem 
to us to warrant, that this committee was 
created. It may be that we will find other 
cases in the penitentiary, cases of men 
crippled by the work they have been un- 
dergoing, or by accidents since they have 
been in the penitentiary that will warrant 
our recommendation for pardon, but of this 
I cannot say. We shall as nearly as we 
can go into the cases of all who seem to us 
worthy of consideration and shall do our 
share in giving the governor information 
which may be of value to him.” 


Governor Atkinson has appointed Mr. A. 
W. Lane to the solicitorship of the Macon 
circuit, which is made vacant by the resig- 
nation of Solicitor W. H. Felton, who has 
been appointed judge.

Mr. Lane is not regard- 
ed as 2 probable candidate for the solicitor- 
ship for the long term, the field being 
practically pre-empted by the four can- 
didates who are already in it.

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It Is Again in Court, by the Supreme 
Court’s Decision. 


RECITAL OF ITS LEGAL STATUS 


Bond Committee Contested It on the 
Grounds That Redwine Was Not 
Bonded as Assistant Cashier. 


The decision of the supreme court in the 
case of the Fidelity and Casualty Company, 
of New York, vs. the Gate City National 
bank, rendered Monday, lands that case 
back into the city court and the Gate City 
National bank will again sue the Fidelity 
and Casualty Company, whicl insured the 
fidelity of Lewis Redwine in the sum of 
$10,000. 

The case was tried before a jury in 
Judge Van Epps’s court last year and a ver- 
dict was rendered in favor of the bank for 
310.000 face of the bond, $1,500 attorneys’ 
fees and $1,000 damages—the law allowing 
such damages where the jury believes the 
defense is not insisted upon in good faith, 
_— for frivolous causes and to obtain de- 
ay. 

The Fidelity and Casualty Company made 
a motion for a new trial, which Judge Van 
Epps overruled. The case was then car- 
ried to the supreme court and the decision 
of that court was rendered Monday al- 
lowing the case to be reheard in the city 
court. 

Before Lewis Redwine secured a position 
as receiving teller in the Gate City ia- 
tional bank he was, of course, required 
to give a security. The Fidelity and Cas- 
valty Company, of New York, a com- 
pany organized for the purpose of insur- 
ing people’s fidelity, insured Redwine’s 
fidelity for $10,000, and when the defalca- 
tion of the young man was discovered and 
after he had been convicted by a jury the 
Fidelity and Casualty Company was called 
upon to pay over the $10,000 for which 
amount they had insured the defaulting 
man’s fidelity. The company refused to pay 
the policy or bond, setting up several cx- 
cuses which they claimed were legal. 

First, they claimed that they did not in-

company, were not legal defenses and did 
not justify the company in refusing to pay 
the bond of the defaulting cashier whose 
fidelity they had insured. 

Under the rules of the city court in 
which the case is now pending, the case 
can be tried after two weeks’ notice and 
unless it is adjusted between the parties 
it will doubtless be tried by Judge Reid 
during the present term of the city court. 
sure Redwine’s fidelity that he might be 
placed in the position of assistant cashier, 
but that they gave bond for him only as 
receiving teller, whereas the defalcation 
occurred whuie he was serving as assist- 
ant cashier. . 

Second, that certain short-comings of 
Redwine during his employment by the 
bank had been brought to the attention of 
the cashier, and that the bank had not 
notified the company of this, although its 
policy required them to do so. 

Severa] other reasons were set up by 
the company. One of them was that the 
procfs of loss by the bank should have 
been introduced before the case was al- 
lowed to go to a jury. 5 

This last defense was the technicality 
upon which the supreme court rendered its 
decision in favor of the Fidelity and Casu- 
alty Company, allowing a new trial. 

When the Fidelity and Casualty Compa- 
ny refused to make good Redwine’s bond 
the bank, through its attorneys, Messrs. 
Dorsey, Prewster & Howell, entered suit 
for the full amount of the bond, $10,000, and 
attorneys’ fees. The jury in Judge Van 
Epps’s court returned a decision in favor 
of the bank for the amount sued for and 


also for $1,900 damages, as said above, One 


thing which was not done, however, before 
the case went to the jury—ithe proofs of 
loss by the bank were not submitted and 
for this reason the supreme court, when 
the case was appealed, gave the Ilidelity 
and Casualty Company a new Nearing. 

Ihe bank’s attorneys in answering the 
defenses set up by the Fidelity and Cas- 
ualty Company contended that as to the 
first defense set up the policy provides 
that the teller can be made assistant cash- 
ier or placed in any other position in the 
bank. As to the shortcomings of Redwine, 
known to the cashier before the defalca- 
tion occurred, the bank’s attorneys held 
that it was an employe and not the bank 
that knew of these shortcomings and that 
the employe was not bound to communi- 
cate the matter to the bank officers. 

The supreme court in ruling upon the case 
held that the defenses above mentioned, 
excepting the technical point raised by the 
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‘No use in. having sore feet, our shoes 
are made with conformity to the human 
foot, in the latest styles, shapes and sizes, 
Customers’ shoes shined free.

{t Was Unexpected Gold Engagements 
That Upset Calculations. 


STOCKS LOWER AT THE CLOSE 


Beceipts of Cotton Showed an Unex- 
pected Increase and a Decline 
Followed. 


New York, January 14.—Higher prices 
were the rule at the stock exchange during 
the early trading. The improvement was 
due to the better political outlook abroad 
and the advance in American railway Sse- 
curities in London, which followed the 
intimations that the Venezuelan dispute 
is likely to be settled by arbtration after 
ali. London hovwses were tne principal 
buyers at the opening, and it was stated 
that the fortnightly settlement has de- 
veloped the existence of a heavy short in- 
terest in Americans. The early advance 
Was equal to 4 at 1% in the general run 
pf stocks, while Mutropolitan ‘Inaction 
jumped from 102% to 105. An unexpected 
engagement of $1,100,000 gold for export to 
Europe tomorrow by Lazard Freres rather 
upset the calculations of the bulls, and 
not only induced realizations, but led to 
sales for the short accourt. Muller, 
Schnall & Co. ehgaged $300,000 for ship- 
ment to South America. The pressure to 


sell, however, was of insignificant propor- 


tions, and the losses which followed were 
confined to fractions, except in a few 
cases. Chicago Gas was depressed at one 
time, and fell from 661% to 64% on reports 
from Chicago that the common council 
intended making a fresh attack on the 
property. ihere was an unfounded ru- 
mor to the effect that Attorney General 
Moloney intended to decide against the 
reorganization plan. Leather preferred 
ran off about 1 point to 57% on the fail- 
ure of the directors to declare the divi- 
dend on the stock today. It is understood 
that the directors did not discuss the mat- 
ter at all, and that the meeting was held 
simply for the purpose of making certain 
changes in the by-laws of the company. 
The executive committee will be reduced 
from seven to five members. In the last 
hour the market was dull and about 
steady in tone. Net changes show declines 
of % to % per cent outside of Chicago Gas, 
Rock Island, Jersey Central and Balti- 
more and Ohio, which gained 4@1% per 
cent. In the inactive shares Cleveland, 
Lorain and Wheeling preferred brought 
53 against 45, the last previously reported 
sale. Total sales were only 153,084 shares, 
including 20,000 St. Paul, 14,800 Louisville 
and Nashville, 12,700 Sugar and 11,000 
Leather preferred.

The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Developments in the wheat situation last 
week were on the whole less favorable to 
values than in the previous week, but the 
outlook it still encouraging to careful pur- 
chases. For several days there was a fe- 
verish interest in the war talg from Eu- 
rope and the price of wheat fluctuated ac- 
cording to quotations for consols and the 
various rumors about political develop- 
ments between Germany and England. A 
fictitious war scare always hurts the mar- 
ket in the end, for it diverts attention from 
the legitimate strength of the situation and 
speculative sentiment is as much affected 
by disappointment as by an actually unfa- 
vorable development. So far, however, the 
present ‘“‘war scare’ has not greatly af- 
fected sentiment, and should it entirely dis- 
appear in the near future the reaction will 
not be very important. 

The movement of spring wheat continues 
relatively liberal compared with last year. 
The receipts at»Minneapolis and Chicago 
have also increased compared with the pre- 
vious week, but are not yet large enough to 
cause any alarm in view of the unusually 
active demand for milling at Minneapolis 
and the shipping demand at Chicago. 
Whether the wheat now coming forward is 
mostly from country elevators in the north- 
west or directly from the farms is not 
known. A Minneapolis authority has been 
investigating the stocks held in the interior 
northwestern elevators and reports that 
they were approximately 20,000,000 bushels 
on January 1, 1896, against about 15,000,000 
bushels at the beginning of 1895. According 
to The Northwestern Miller there was about 
1,300,000 bushels of wheat ground into flour 
at the three principal milling centers in 
Minnesota during the week ending January 
4th, against only about 300,000 bushels in the 
corresponding week of 1895, and the sales of 
flour were equal to the production. 

It is expected the receipts of spring wheat 
will continue relatively liberal, but there 
seems to be no particular cause of appre- 
hension in that facet in view of the contin- 
ued light movement of winter wheat and 
the liberal export clearances and general 
cash demand. According to The Chicago 
Trade Bulletin, which publishes in conjunc~ 
tion with The Minneapolis Market Record, 
the most complete returns of stocks of 
wheat and flour in sight in this country, the 
aggregate supplies of breadstuffs in the 
United States and Canada on January Ist 
was about 135,0j@,000 bushels, against 129,- 
000,000 bushels on December Ist, and 150,000,- 
O0C bushels on January 11, 1895. ; 

The Liverpool Corn Trade News reports 
the quantity of wheat and flour afloat for 
Europe on the Ist instant at 29,700,000 bush- 
els against 27,200,000 December Ist and 33,000,- 
UWUW0 one year ago. The stocks in store are 
placed at 60,100,000 bushels, against 62,200,000 
December Ist and 45,500,000 January 1, 1895. 
This makes the aggregate supplies in Eu- 
sope and American at the points reported 
nearly 225,000,000 bushels, against 219,000,000 
on. December Ist, and 288,000,000 one vear 
ago. This exhibit is something of a C¢&ap- 
pointment. The reported shortage in the 
world’s production of wheat has evidently 
not made itself felt so far, but unless these 
reports are all wrong the smaller supplies 
are likely to become a more important fac- 
tor in the situation during the remainder of 
the crop season. 

The position of the growing crop of win- 
ter wheat is uncertain, During the recent 
spell of cold weather the plant has not 
been well protected by snow in many states. 
At present this is not an important ele- 
ment ‘n the speculative situation, but is 
likely to become so in the spring. 

The fellowing table shows the aggregate 
receipts for the week of wheat, corn and 
oats at nine primary markets with our 
usual comparison:

The export clearances for last week in- 
cluded 1,133,000 bushels from the Pacitic 
coast, against 1,264,000 bushels in the pre- 
vious week. The very liberal clearances are 
a most encouraging feature in the situa- 
tion at present. Export engagements dur- 
ing last week were moderate. European 
buyers are cautious and nearly all of the 
wheat now sold has to be worked in the 
west, which is something of a disadvan- 
tage. 

Kuropean markets are steady without 
any new developments of importance. Ex- 
port shipments of wheat from eastern Eu- 
rope are quite liberal, but continue very 
light from other countries outside of the 
United States. There have been numerous 
reports current about heavy rains in Ar- 
gentine delaying the harvest and doing in- 
jury to the crop. Further information on 
this question will be of greatest interest, for 
shipments from the new crop will begin in 
about a month. The disposition of the Eng- 
lish trade to buy in America seems to in- 
dicate that Argentine offerings for future 
shipment are not as liberal as usual.

TWENTY MORE POLICEMEN 


an Johnson and Chief Connolly 
Urging the Finance Committee 
To Help the Department. 


Chairman Johnson, of the police board, 
is urging the council to increase the annual 
appropriation for the police department, 
that at least twenty more patrolmen may 
be added to the force. 

Mr. Johnson and Chief Connolly contend 
that the city needs that many additional 
men to afford the citizens and their proper- 
ty the proper protection. They say that 
there are certyin sections of the residence 

rtion of the city which ure absolutely 
without police protection. 

The force was operated during the ex- 

tion with one-third more men on duty 
at one time than at present. During that 
time the men worked twelve hours pe 
day, dividimg the entire force in ttwo 
watches. Now that the eight-hour system 
has been resumed the force is divided into 
three watches, making just one-third of the 
men on duty at the same time. 

That the eight-hour system is the best 
and most beneficial to the city, there seems 
to be no question. It is claimad that a po- 

‘Jiceman’s duty is arduous at that, and that 
if the officers are required to petrol their 
beats twelve hours in succession duily the 
efficiency of the service will be impaired. 

It is said that the men will not work as 
conscientiously and attend to their duties 
with the same ardor while working twelve 
hours as they do on the eight-hour plan. 

The police department was operated for a 
jong time on the twelve-hour system, and 
when the eight-hour plan was tried for a 
year or two it was pronounced a success. 
The record of the department was a splen- 
did one, and the officials of the department 
declareil that the eight-hour systern should 
be continued. 

In- view of these facts it seems to the 
officials of the department that nothing 
else is to be done but to increase the force. 
By adding twenty men to the force the 
three watches would be increased about six 
men each, and perhaps two detectives add- 
ed to Chief Wright's force. By the addi- 
tion of twenty men the officials think that 
the department will be able to render much 
more protection than at present. 

The sum of $15,738 will be required to in- 
crease the force to that number of inen, 
and the finance committee of the council 
will be urged to add that amount to the 
regular appropriation. Consiredable in- 
fluence is being brought to bear on the 
committee and the officials are hopeful of 
securing the additional money. 

Another necessity to making the depart- 
ment efficient, according to opinions of the 
two heads of the departments mentioned, 
in the proposed erection of a police substa- 
tion somewhere in the western part of the 
city. The question is one agitated several 
years ago, and as the city grows the offi- 
cials become more convinced of the neces- 
sity for such a station. They aigue that 
the city is too large for one vrison to ac- 
commodate the business, 

Fifteen hundred dollars is asked for to 
build the substation. The city owns a lot 
in the western part suitable for the sta- 
tion. . 

The police board authorized Chief Connol- 
ly to purchase a new electrical outfit at its 
meeting Monday afternoon. A committee 
owas appointed with power to act in the 
matter, and during the meeting the com- 
mittee got together and authorized the pur- 
chase. The outfit now in use is almost 
worthless. 

The total amount asked for by the chair- 
man of the police board is $152,903.29. In 
addition to that amount the department 
hopes to get the fifteen thousand and some 
hundreds to increase the force. The fifteen 
hundred for the substation will make the 
total amount set aside for the department, 
if all are granted, something like $168,000. 

The force will cunsist of a chief of po 
lice chief of detectives, 3 captains, 6 ser- 
geants, 9 detectives, 3 station house keep- 
ers, and about 114 patrolmen and c7her offi- 
cers, such as call men, wagon nen and 


guards.

Dr. Gustavo Neiderlin, the handsome 
representative of the Argentine Republic, 
is not yet convinced that his exhibits at 
the exposition received the recognition to 


which they were entitled at the hands of

the jury of awards. 
issue between him and General I. W. 
Avery, and yesterday afternoon some state- 
ments appeared in The Journal to which 
Dr. Neiderlin wishes to make reply. 

“In reply to General I. 
would like to say that the Argentine 
Republic got over 700 awards in Chicago 
and over 800 in the last Paris universal 
exhibition. 

“The Argentine government presented 
over 2,000 specially well studied and select- 
ed products from over 600 exhibitors in 
the Cotton States and International ex- 
position at Atlarta. 

“Over half of the number of products 
would have been considered worthy of an 
@ward in any other exhibition, as they 
already had been considered so in Chi- 
cago and Paris. 

“I claimed 403 awards for 324 exhibitors, 
including eleven awards for the national 
government and twenty-three for the 
fovernments of fourteen states and ter- 
ritories. Every one of my claims was at 
first accepted as correct and just by 
both the official juror, Mr. R. McDougall, 
who alone examined the products carefully 
as a competent expert, and by General 
Avery, as honcrary juror, who somehow 
served as aide and secretary. But after- 
wards these awards were twice reduced, 
at first to the number of 123 and later by 
General Avery alone to forty-two. The 
official juror, McDougall, never signed the 
last list. 

“It is a mistake that I wanted a separ- 
ate foreign jury, appointed by myself. I 
also never threatened officially to with- 
draw the Argentine exhibits and in regard 
to the failure of a complete examination 
of them, which General Avery claims was 
prevented at first by my own position and 
action, I only have to say, that when, 
after the opening of the exposition, I 


again came to Atlanta to attend the | 
_ jurors, 


Dr. Gilman, the president of the 
jury of awards, himself advised me to 
join the foreign commissioners and repre- 
sentatives from Central and South Amer- 
fca, Europe, Japan, China, etc., who had 
already formally asked for an internation- 
al jury and Dr. Gilman himself fave orders 
to all his jurors not to pass on the for- 
eign exhibits, 

“Afterwards I have only been consistent 
in all my actions and have asked for noth- 
ing more than equal justice for all, and 
not more for the other countries of the 
old and new world than for the country 
which I have the honor to represent.”’

This question has been solved 
by the generous-hearted Mr. George Wash- 
ington Collier, one of the wealthiest pio- 
neer citizens of Atlanta, who has donated 
to the chapter a suitable lot on which to 
place the handsome structure. This pleas- 
ing donation was made through Mrs. Wil- 
liam: Dickson. The lot in question is sbout 
200x200 feet. It lies immediately cpposite 
the Piedmont Club’s buildings, outside of 
the exposition grounds. 

In order to secure a roadway to the 
handsome home from Peachtree street, Mr. 
Pat Calhoun will be asked for the donation 
of a small strip of land for this purpose. 
Mr. Calhoun is known to be one of the 
generous citizens of Atlanta, and no doupt 
he will be glad of the opportunity to help 
this organization of patriotic women by 
cheerfully acceding to their request. It 1s 
understood that Dr. Walker has promised 
these ladies a donation of some property, 
thereby adding to their possessions very 
materially. The ladies of this organization 
has not been idle in pushing the Atlanta 
chapter to that point where it has become 
one of the potent factors among them in 
They are und have been thor- 
oughly alive to their interests and have 
long since begun to enjoy the fruits of their 
labors. Those who compose the chapter 
are among the foreraost women in the so- 
cial circles of Atlanta and have demon- 
strated their ability in business by the ex- 
cellent administration of the order’s af- 
fairs. 

With respect to Mr. George Washington 
Collier, the generous benefactor of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, he 
is one of the pioneer citizens of Atlanta. 
He came here when the city was nothing 
more than a widening in the road and has 
grown up with this thriving and prosperous 
metropolis. He has watched its gradual 
strides, and by his indomitable energy, ac- 
tive enterprise and frugal mode of living 
helped to make the city and at the same 
time accumulated wealth and large land 
interests, which have become very valuable 
by their situation in the city. 

His father immigrated to Georgia from 
Randolph county, North Carolina, on horse- 
back, settling in Gwinnett county. He tired 
ovér the litigation over some land there 
and moved over into this, Fulton county, 
taking up his abode on the site Mr. Wash 
Collier now owns, which he found by an 
Indian trail leading from the mouth of 
Peachtree creek, in the Chattahoochee riv- 
er. He bought 202% acres of land from 
Henry Mitchell for $800 and went there to 
live. Mr. Wash Collier fell heir to the 
property at the age of about thirty-eight 
years, and he has held possession since. 
Part of it is tangent to Peachtree road. 

By his own labors Mr. Walsh Collier ac- 
cumulated enough money to purchase about 
600 acres of land, before he had anything 
given him. This land adjoined his father’s 
tract. His maturity—twenty-one years— 
brought him the right to work for himself 
and by industry and energy he was soon 
doing well, earning money by the sweat of 
his brow. In the spring of 1845 the first 
lots were sold in Atlanta. He did not pur- 
chase any of them, but subsequently pur- 
chased the first of the town lots he now 
owns, where Silverman’s store is now, on 
Peachtree street. He built a lag store by 
sen labor, the spot being in the woods 

He is now in his three score and two 
years and is wonderfully preserved.

Old Directors Re-Elected—Captain 
English Discusses the Situation. 
Atlanta Has Done Well. 


Atlanta may have another national bank. 
Just upon the heels of the establishnrent 
of the third national comes a resolution 
from the American Trust and Banking 
Company authorizing the directors, if they 
see fit to apply for a charter to become a 
national bank. 

This step has been under contemplation 
for some weeks, but took no Gefinite form 
until yesterday. This application to be- 
come a national bank will not be made un- 
til the final decision in regard to the 
pending bond issue. 

When the meeting was called 'to order 
two-thirds of the shares were represented. 

No change was made in the board of 

directors. The officers of the bank remain 
the same with Captain J. W. English presi- 
dent, J. R. Gray, vice president, John K. 
Ottley, cashier, Charles Il. Ryan, assist- 
ant cashier. 
» The reports showed an immense increase 
in the business of the institution. The 
most important business, however, was 
the passage of the resolution relative to 
the corporation becoming a national 
bank. This resolution passed by the share- 
holders authorized the directors if they 
thought advisable to start a national bank 
with as much as $400,000 capital stock and 
a large surplus behind it, leaving it dis- 
cretionary when they shall take this ac- 
tion, if at all. 

No action will be taken, however, until 
the decision of the contemplated bond 
issue. 

Captain J. W. Enblish, president of the 
American Trust and Banking Company, is 
greatly enthused over the financial con- 
dition of Atlanta and the country gener- 
ally. 

“We are in a remarkably good shape,” 
he said yesterday. “There is more money 
in deposit in the banks of Atlanta than 
ever before in the history of the city. 

‘‘Here is a significant fact,” he continued. 
“On the last day of December, 1895, there 
was $2,061,990.97 more money on deposit 
than at the same period in °’S. 

“This speaks for itself. I am sorry 
to say that the demand is not up to the 
suppty. To this wonderful result the ex- 
fosition contributed its full share. It is 
also true that the country generally is in 
a much better fix. Country merchants 
have paid town merchants, and these in 
turn have paid their debts and very many 
merchants have discounted bills. This is 
the condition here. 

“I do not think that there wil be any 
reaction after the exposition or resulting 
thereirom.

LAIRD WANTED T0 DIE 


Ex-Postmaster at LaGrange ‘Attempts 
Suicide, It Is Reported. 


IN THE PEN AT COLUMBUS, O. 


Has Been Gloomy and Despondent 
Since He Has Been There—Story 
of His Arrest and Conviction. 


Andrew J. Laird, the defaulting post- 
master at LaGrange who is serving & 
term in the United States penitentiary at 
Columbus, O., made a desperate effort to 
kill himself in that prison last Sunday 


morning. 

A private letter from Columbus received 
by an Atlanta man yesterday tells of the 
sensational occurrence and gives the fur- 
ther information that on Saturday last 
Lewis Keawine was examined by Jr. 
Rowles, the government physician, with a 
view to making a report on his condition 
to the autnorities at Washington. it 
was the third time the young Atlanta man 
has been examined, each time under di- 
rections from authorities at Washington 
who had his application for pardon in 
hand. The last examination, which occur- 
red Saturday, was made under instruc- 
tions from Washington, 

Laird, the ex-postmaster of LaGrange, 
was at one time one of the best known 
men in Georgia. He stood high socially 
and otherwise. He was known and liked 
throughout Georgia, 

Lard is nearly fifty years old, a man of 
education and excellent birth. It was a 
dreadful humiliation to him when 41n1s 
crime was discovered and he was thrcewn 
in jail. He has been in a gloomy and 
despondent mood ever since. 

He was sent to Columbus about ten 
months ago and put in the pen. He had 
nothing to say before going or after ar- 
riving at Columbus. He seemed utterly 
crushed in spirmt. He went to the pen 
along with a common lot of offenders, 
many ot them moonshiners, but it was 
plain to see that the ex-postmaster was 
not of their stamp. He had nothing to 
say to his comrades. He was put into his 
cell at the pen. By reason of Laird’s edu- 
cation he was given a better berth in the 
pen than is accorded the average priso.a- 
er. He was not put to work at manual 
labor but was given a clerkship in the 
steward’s office. He worked here for sev- 
eral months, tut did his work in such a 
half-hearted and indifferent. manner that 
a few weeks ago he was taken from this 
posrfon, Laird’s failure to give satis- 
faction was not due to any lack of abili- 
ty to perform the duties but was due to 
his listlessness and despondency. 

Last Sunday morning while the prison- 
ers were all out together “uaird made the 
desperate attempt to take his own life, He 
used a big knife and drew it across his 
throat with a vigorous motion. The result 
Was by no means dangerous, but was 
rather disfiguring. The Knife was too dull 
to do any serious damage. It was taken 
from Laird, and he was sent to the idle 
house. ihere he hag been since, and 
will probably remain some time, as he is 
not able to work. He is in good prysical 
condition, however, and nothing serious is 
anticipated from the wound. 

It is thought in the pen that Laird is 
not evenly balanced mentally. He has 
been extremely reticent, and has appeared 
gloomy to a morbid degree. This is, how- 
ever, probably due to his cespondency 
over his confinement. 

The case of Laird created a state-wide 
sensation when it was made public. I.wird 
stood as well as any citizen of the state. 
His daughter attended to the duties of 
postmaster. She was a young lady of 
great refinement and popularity, aud when 
it became known that her father had 
been accused of a shortage in the post- 
office there were universal expressions of 
sympathy for her. There was not a fam- 
ily in LaGrange that did not feel. the 
strongest sympathy for her. laird dis- 
appeared and no trace of him could be 
found, 

It was Miss Laird herself who made fpub- 
lic the shortage. She had known cf the 
shortage some time, but hesitated to make 
it known, hoping to fix it up. But her 
sense of duty conquered, and in rcspcnse 
to her notification the postal authorities 
sent an inspector to LaGrange. Two or 
three days later it was that Laird disap- 
peared. He was gone for some time. No- 
tice of his defalcation was sent to the 
postal authorities all over the country. 
Shrewd detectives in every city aud coun- 
ty were put on the track of Laird. 

He was caught in an interesting manrer. 
A postal inspector in Chicago, gliuncing 
over a huge pile of mail saw a hand- 
writing on an envelope which he had seen 
before. He compared it with scme of 
Laird’s writing, which he had in his pos- 
session, and found it was the same. He 
noticed the postmark on the letter was 
Los Angeles, Cal. He communicated with 


Los Angeles and found that the writer of 


the letter was a striking kwking, well- 
to-do insurance man. The man answered 
the description cf Laird. A. decoy letter 
was sent, and Laird was trapped. He 
was brought back to Georgia and put in 
the Atlanta jail. He was one <f the most 
striking prisoners who was ever incar- 
cerated in-the Atlanta prison. JIIe was a 
distingujshed looking gentleman, tall, fine- 
looking, with a historic cast of counte- 
nance. He was clean shaven and always 
dressed well. He wore a silk hat all the 
while he was in the Atlanta jail. He 
was frequently visited there by the dangh- 
ter whom he had caused to lose her place 
and upon whom he had brought such dis- 
tress. Laird was given three years in the 
pen. 


Redwine May Be Pardoned. 

From new: that came from Columbus 
along with the information of Laird’s at- 
tempt at suicide it would not be surprising 
if eLwis Redwne is pardoned soon. “he 
examination into his physical coadition 
was done by order from Washington. He 
is in a bad way physically, and it is said 
that unless he is gtven his freedom he 
cannot itive many years. The close con- 
finement has told on him severely. He 
seems to be very patient, and is awaiting 
results with the determination to make 
the best of whatever comes.

Mrs. Phillips was about forty-four years 
of age and was a woman most lovable and 
beloved. She was a consistent Christian 
and one of the most charitable ladies in 
her section of the city. She leaves, be- 
sides a heart broken husband, four chil- 
dren to mourn her loss. The remains will 
be laid to rest in Oakland cemetery this 
afternoon at 1 o’clock, the funeral to take 
place from the family home. The pall- 
bearers will be members of the police de- 
partment and will be appointed by Chief 
Connolly this morning.

HONOR TO LAMAR. 


His Portrait Will Adorn the Walls of 
the Federal Courtroom. 


JUDGE H. B. M’COY’S ALSO 


And That of Judge Woods—A Resolu- 
tion That Was Adopted Three 
Years Ago. 


The portraits of Justice L. Q. C. Lamar, 
Justice W. B. Woods and Judge H. B. Mc- 
Coy will doubtless be added to those of 
Judge Erskine and Judge William T. New- 
man on the walls of the federal courtroom 
during the next few months. 

It has been *nearly,three years since a 
resolution was adopted by the bar of the 
northern district of Georgia, providing for 
these portraits.

J. M. Pace, F. M. Longley, I. M. Shumate, 
T. Warren Aiken, A. S. Clay, R. T Dor- 
sey, H. B. Tompkins; B. H. Hill, M. A. 
Candler and W. C. Glenn. Judge Lamar 
died while on a visit to friends and rela- 
tives in Macon. His life had been a most 
successful one and after illustrating his 
native state in the halls of congress, in 
the cabinet and on the supreme bench he 
returned home, after an absence of many 
years, to close his eyes among the asso- 
ciations of his youth. About a year ago 
the ashes of Judge Lamar were disinterred 
and carried back to his adopted home in 
the state of Mississippi. 

In addition to the delegation appointed to 
attend the funeral the following commit- 
tee was named to draft suitable resolutions: 
Judge John L. Hopkins, S. A. Darnell, W. 
D. Ellis, George Hillyer, J. A. Billups, E. 
N. Broyles, Julius L. Brown, John Peabody 
and I. F. Thompson, In respect to the 
memory of Judge Lamar the federal court 
took a recess until the 30th, day of Janu- 
ary. 

The committee on resolutions reported on 
the reassembling of the court and the res- 
olutions were presented by Judge Hopkins. 
Speeches were made by Judge Hopkins, 
Hoke Smith, W. C. Glenn, H. B. Tompkins, 
B. H. Hill and 8S. A. Darnell. At this meet- 
ing a motion was made by Judge H. B. 
Tompkins, seconded by Judge Hopkins, to 
purchase a portrait of Judge Lamar to be 
placed on the walls of.the courtroom. This 
motion was amended to include the por- 
traits of Judge Woods and Judge McCoy. 
A committee was appointed to purchase 
the portraits, consisting of Judge H. B. 
Tompkins, John T. Glenn, John L. Hop- 
kins, B. H. Hill and Hoke @nith. 

After three years these portraits still 
remain unpurchased,-but doubtless the com- 
wiitee will get together goon and discuss 
the matter. Judge McCoy was Judge | 
Newman’s predecessor on the federal 
bench. Judge Lamar and Judge Woods 
were occupants of the supreme bench of 
the United States with jurisdiction ex- 
tending over the fifth judicial circuit. 

Having adopted this resolution the bar is 
under a sacred obligation to purchase the 
portraits of these illustrious men.

THE CITY IS NOT BESEIGED 


Was in Havana the Day It Was Said 


To Have Been Captured. 


MANY MISTAKEN REPORTS WERE SENT OUT 


The Well-Known Atlantian Telis of 


the Present State of Things in 
the Pretty Capital. 


“On the day Havana was reported in 
seme of the papers in the United Statics 
to have been captured I was fifteen or 
twenty miles out in the country and saw 
no sign of tnsurgents,”* says Dr. Clem C. 
Green, who has an office on Whitehall 


street. 

Dr. Green reached Atlanta Sunday _morn- 
ing, having come direct from Cuba. He 
made a flying trip. When he left home for 
a short rest he had no thought of going 
outside the United States. But when ne 
reached Tampa he and some friends de- 
cided to run down to Key West, and when 
they were there they concluded to cross 
ever to Havana. . 

“There is not the slightest excitement 
in the city and a stranger, if he could not 
speak the Spanish language, would not dis- 
cover that there is war on the island from 
anything that is occurring in the capital 
city,” says the physician. “It is a great 
deal quieter in Havana than it is here in 
Atlanta. There are soldiers everywhere, 
but there is no fighting on the island and 
has been none of any consequence in this 
war. It is wholly a guerrilla warfare. In 
the evening of the day cn which we drove 
out into the interior to see the plantations 
Consul General Williams asked me if we 
saw any insurgints or any fires, but we 
had rot seen any smoke or other sign of 
the Cuban army. It was reported in the 
United States that the very plantation 
which our party visited was burned, but it 
was rot. It may be that skulking parties 
of insurgents were in that neighborhood, 
but they were very shy. The Spanish sol- 
diers are everywhere. One sees numbers 
of them all through the country.” 

“What is the prospect of the insurgents 
capturing Havana?’ the doctor was asked. 

“There is not the slightest chance in the 
world for them to take the city by assault 
unless the Spanish soldiers lay down their 
arms and escort the Cubans in. General 
Campos has the city strongly protected. 
There are heavy guns on every hill and 
Gomez and Maceo have no forces to carry 
the defense by storm. I talked with gen- 
tlemen on both sides. The Spaniards and 
their sympathizers in Havana feel no 
alarm at all. Things are dull in the city, 
for the island’s internal commerce is par- 
alyzed. The canefields in the sugar dis- 
tricts have been destroyed, but I was told 
by both sides that the mills have not been 
burned as a rule.”’ 

“What do the people think of General 
Campos?” 

“All say that he is a merciful soldier 
and an excellent general. He is brave and 
the insurgents have the greatest respect 
for him. I heard very kind things of him 
from Cuban sympathizers. He is not cruel 
to the prisoners of war, but is said to be 
releasing numbers of them on condition 
that they do not fight any more. His 
troops are raw, roung Spaniards, and it 
is the truth that they do not feel any zeal 
in the war. They are fighting fcr mony 
and the Cubans are fighting for their inde- 
pendence. The Cubans are not killiig 
many of the Spanish troops, but the yellow 
ard other fevers and exposure have killed 
thousands. The insurgents appear sudden- 
ly in front of the Spanish and_ retreat 
promptly. They know the country thor- 
cughly and lead the Spanish through a 
rough country and through poisorous vines, 
which scratch the soldiers and bring on 
fevers frcm which they die. The natives 
know well how to avoid these dangerous 
vines.”’ 

‘“‘What is the end of it all going to be?’ 

‘“‘Well posted Americans over there say 
that in the end Spain will have to give up 
the island. Campos favors it. He says 
what is the use bankrupting the mother 
country? These Cubans can never be per- 
manently conquered. Consul General Wil- 
liams thinks that eventually the island will 
be freed and the next thing the Cubans 
will ask to come into the United States. 
He says that it is not necessary for this 
country to exhibit the least desire to an- 
nex the island. It will come of its own vo- 
lition in time. The taxes have been enor- 
mous and, of course, will be heavier than 
ever if the rebellion is crushed out this 
time. Everything seems to be taxed. The 
hotels have to pay 5 cents a day to the 
government for every guest in the house. 
I paid the 5 cents each day, at least I 
suppose it all went in the bill. We were 
tne first party of tourists from the states 
who had arrived at the hotelin a long time, 
they told us. Mr. P. J. Moran, of The Con- 
stitution, arrived the day we left. He will 
tell The Constitution's readers about the 
war, for he is going to the front and with 
fiis credentials he can get at the true situa- 
tion. The jails are full of editors over 
there, you know. A newspaper man has to 
stand in with the government or he will 
get in trouble quick.” 

Dr.‘ Green is physician to the United 
States prisoners who are held here in At- 
lanta. While in Havana he visited one of 
the jails to study the methods in vogue. 
*‘You would be astonished to see how neat 
and clean everything is in the great jail. 
There is not an odor in the building and 
you could brush tle floor with a silk hand- 
kerchief and not soil it, they are so well 
kept. The prisoners seem to be treated 
humanely, but the strictest discipline is 
maintained. When the bell taps they stand 
up as one man. You do not hear a babel 
of noises, such as greets the visitor to the 
Fulton county fail. The sanitary regula- 
tions are good. Hot and cold water baths 
are abundant and the prisoners have to 
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patronize them. As a consequence, the 
prisoners are clean and look to be well 
taken care of. And that' is a jail, too. You 
never hear of a prisoner escaping from 
there. It is simply out of the question. 
When a man is locked up there he stays 
until he is released by authority. I was 
surprised at the large number of China- 
men who are imprisoned. They seem to 
violate the laws persistently. Consul Gen- 
eral Williams told me that the Americans 
give him no trouble. It is only the people 
from the states who have lived in Cuba a 
long time and become naturalized who get 
into trouble. Both the Cubans and the 
Spanish welcome visitors from the states. 
They were all extremély cordial, the Cu- 
bans especially, but tiey do not discuss 
the present sitidtion so openly as the 
Spanish do. With the Cuban it is “Hist!” 
and he converses about the war in a whis- 
per. A tourist going ovér from this coun- 
try has to rely entirely upon what. he 
hears the Cuban and the Spaniard say. I 
see no reason why tourists should hesitate 
to go. We had no trouble about,our pass- 
ports coming back. I would advise travel- 
ers not to bother about getting passports 
when they go over. The Spanish authori- 
ties do not pay ahy attention to thém and 
do not give them the slightest considera- 
tion. All I could see that there was in them 
was a dollar for the notary public who 
stamped them.” ’

SERIOUS CHARGES MADE 


Against the Superintendent of South 
Carolina’s Penitentiary. 


Columbus, S. C., January 14.—(Special.)— 
Penitentiary Director Willoughby, of Fler- 
ence, is stirring up a sensation. A few 
days ago he refused to sign the report in- 
dorsing the management of Colonel Neal, 
the superintendent, and in the next issue 
The Reform Advocate, one of the leading 
weekly reform papers in the state, will 
have an interview with Mr. Willoughby, in 
which he makes some serioug charges and 
asks the legislature to investigate. Fol- 
lowing are some extracts: . 

“Sixty-eight mules were purchased at 
private sale by the superintendent, he re- 
fusing to advertise or have them offcred 
in competition, and that in this transac- 
tion the state lost $1,000. 

“I saw at the Hagood farm, after the 
crop had been planted during the early 
Bummer months, « thougand sacks of 
guano. The sacks were rotten and the 
stuff losing its fertilizing properties every 
day. This certainly was extravagance and 
bad management. I reported it to the 
board, but no action was taken. 

“There was an average of say one thou- 
sand convicts last year. he accountant re- 
ported to me the purchase during the year 
of 3,500 pairs of shoes. Mr. Sherwood, late 
superintendent of the Sherwood farm, told 
me that the convicts there got only one pair 
a year, and up to December 18th had re- 
ceived no coats. And while on the subject 
of shoes I will state that in examining an 
account, which was being sudited by the 
o-ard, I discovered some higher priced 
shees, ard vpon calling attention to it, 
Colonel Neal admitted that those were ris 
private purchase and should not have been 
on the account, yet the penitentiary store- 
Keeper had verified the ‘account, and if 
they have ever been paid for by Colonel 
Neal it has never been brought to the at- 
tenticn of the board. 

“I have spoken of an error in a bill of 
shoes and now state that a bill of lumber 
which I discovered had ben previously 
paid was presented a second time and cer- 
tiefid as due by the officials of the peniten- 
tiary. I also discovered that Mr. Neal had 
presented each member of the board with 
a@ cane made by convicts and head charged 
up the engraving thereon to the state, and 
in this connection I will say that yeniten- 
tiary convicts have performed iabor in 
the city of Columbia for private parties 
and no account had been rendered to the 
board. 

“Il also discovered that there was a paint 
mixing concern in the penitentiary yard 
belonging to private parti2s, and that ccn- 
victs were hired at $1 per day each, and 
no report Was made to tne board. 

“In the shape maiters are presented to 
the board for audit, we have been guided 
entirely by what Superintendent Neal said 
and in this connection I will say that his 
presence at board meetings prevented a 
full and free discussion of his manage- 
ment. Upon one occasion I asked him to 
retire, and upon his refusal, asked tiie 
chairman to enforce the rule, but he re- 
fused. 

“At our November meeting Governor 
Evans presided. { was made a committee 
of one to estimate and obtain quotations on 
the necessary supplies fcr the institution 


. for the next twelve months and the secre 


tary was directed to give me any informa- 
tion I wished. I then and there requested 
him to furnish me with an itemized‘ and 
Classified account of everything purchased 
by the institution during the past twelve 
months. After pressing him continually for 
this account for forty days he furnished 
me a statement showing the purchase of 
about $13,000 worth of supplies, which he 
said covered all the meat, flour, sugar, ccof- 
fee, molasses, rice and shoes purchased. 
This list covers, with a few exceptions, 
the necessary articles for the institution. 
And yet the total expenditures for that 
time were $113,000. .We paid out for mules, 
machinery, etc., about $12,000. This leaves 
a balance of about $90,000 to be accounted 
for in the shape of sundries, incidentals, 
etc. 

“The dickering practiced by the officers of 
the institution at and before our last meet- 
ing to prévent the board from adopting the 
contract system was sufficient to satisfy 
any business man that the supplying of the 
penitentiary should not be left to any one 
man as at present. In my ‘opinion the 
state penitentiary should have been a 
source of considerable revenue to the state. 
It should have, since I have been connected 
with it, paid into the treasury annually at 
least $50,000. Economically administered it 
might have paid more. And yet Superin- 
tendent Neal has actually been compliment- 
ed for not calling on the legislature for an 
appropriation.’’ 
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STRIPPED AND WHIPPED. 
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A Mob Visits a Tough Character Near 
Meridian. 

Meridian Miss., January 14.—(Special.)— 
A few nights since a posse of armed men, 
with masks around the lower portion of 
their faces, rode up to the house of a 
white man named Maugone, who lives 
about two miles northwest of this city, 
took him from the house, carried him to the 
woods near by; tied him to a tree and ad- 
ministered a good sound thrashing upon 
his nude body. He was released and car- 
ried back to the house, where two other 
men were and they were also taken out and 
chastised because they commented too 
freely upon the chastising of Maugone. 

Maugone is a dissolute charaeter and it 
is reported that some time ago he went 
into one of. the adjoining counties on a 
visit and while there ruined a young in- 
nocent girl. It is supposed  that« the 
brothers and friends of the unfortunate 
girl are the ones who chastised Maugone, 
as they have been heard to threaten him. 
The citizens in the vicinity where the 
whipping occurred are not .at all dis- 
pleased, as the home of Maugone is a ren- 
dezvous for the toughest element of the

TALE OF TWO BIDS 


C. P. Byrd Says His Bid for State Printing 
Should Have Been Accepted. 


WAS LOWER THAN FRANKYIN’S 


And He Asks That He Be Given the 
Contract. 


HAS TAKEN THE MATTER TO THE COURTS 


And He Sets Forth Some Lively Al- 
legations fn His Suit—To Be 
Heard January 25th. 


A petition was presented to Judge Clark, 
of the criminal branch of the superior 
court, yesterday, by Messrs. Anderson, 
Felder & Davis, in behalf of Charles P. 
Byrd, against Henry C. Peeples, the re- 
porter of the supreme’ court and the 
Franklin Printing and Publishing Com- 
pany, asking for an injunction restraining 
Mr. Peeples and the Franklin company 
from further proceedings in the matter of 
printing the supreme court reports of the 
state and for a writ of mandamus com- 
pelling Mr. Peeples to award the contract 
to the petitioner. 

In the petition Mr. Byrd alleges that 
bids for printing the reports were adver- 
tised for some time since, and in response 
to the advertisement he bid $2,000 for the 
work. George W. Harrison bid $2,250 and 
Foote & Davies $2,730; that he was led to 
believe by the reporter that he would 
secure the contract provided he could com- 
ply with the legal requirements as to giv- 
ing bond ($10,000); that he secured three 
qualified bondsmen with whom the re- 
porter expressed his satisfaction, but the 
letter deferred the matter with the state- 
ment that he had been unable to see the 
governo?. 

It further 
sequently the petitioner conferred 
with the governor andthe lat- 
ter remarked that there seemed to be a 
preference on the part of the supreme 
court officials that the work should con- 
tinue in the hands of the Franklin Print- 
ing and Publishing Company, as they had 
done it previously and were familiar 
with all of the details of it; that subse- 
quently the bids were rejected and the 
contract was awarded to the Franklin 
company without further bidding. 

Mr. Byrd further avers’ that he fur- 
nished evidence to the reporter of nis abil- 
ity to perform the work in a first-class 
manner, and that no question was ever 
raised as to his ability to carry cut the 
contract by furnishing the reports in as 
good style and workmanship as it had 
previously been done; that in view of his 
being led to expect the contract, he pur- 
chased an electrotyping toundry at a 
cost of $3,800 to do the work required in 
the reports and the’ foundry was put in 
place for operation. .

The petitioner further alleges that the 
contract with the Franklin company is 
illegal because the law was not ccmplied 
with in readvertising for bids and award- 
ing the contract thereafter; 
W. Harrison is general manager of the 
Franklin Printing and Publishing Ccm- 
pany, and that he is engaged in printing 
independent of the. company, and his bid 
Was made in the interest of the company, 
and that the company had an under an- 
vantage over the bidders by reason of 
having its general manager put -in a bid 
and then when it was found that the pe- 
titioner’s bid was lower, allowing the 
company to come up and conclude a pri- 
vate contract with the reporter. 

The petition further alleges that Mr. Z. 
D. Harrison is clerk of the supreme court 
and is a partner in the practice of law 
with the reporter; that Mr. Harrison is 
vice president of the Franklin Printing 
Company and owns much of the stock; 
that he is a public officer of the state and 
is interested in the contract «xecuted in 
question; that under the law <icclaring 
that no public officer of the state shall be 
interested in any way in any contract 
with the state the contract is illegal and 
void. 

In conclusion the petitioner prays that 
Mr. H. C. Peeples and fhe Franklin 
Printing and Publishing Company be so 
enjoined from carrying out the contract, 
and that a temporary restraining order to 
that effect be granted, until the matter 
can be heard; that a writ of mandamus 
may be issued requiring the reporter to 
award the contract to the petitioner. 

Judge Clark issued an order citing the 
parties defendant to show cause before 
him on the 25th instant why the injunc- 
tion and writ of mandamus should not 
issue. Judge Clark took jurisdiction 
in the matter because jucge Lumpkin 
stated himself disqualified. 


SEXTON CLAYTON’S PRIDE. 


Oakland Cemetery Will Have That 
New Wall. 

Alderman Woodward, chairman of the 
cemetery ccmmittee of the general council 
of 1896, made his first official visit to Oak- 
land yesterday and under the guidance of 
Mr. T. A. Clayton, the sexton, went over 
the place. 

It did notstake Mr. Woodward long to 
see that the fence for which Mr. Clayton 
has been calling so !ong is almost, if not 
wholly, an absosiuie n«cessity for the pso- 
tection of the lots.

One of the letters was wr.tten 
by Mr. S. M. Inman, addressed to Sexton 
Clayton, and the other was Sexton Clay- 
tons reply.- Mr. inman, in his letter, 
shows his apprecietion of the Sextoun’s 
work. It reads: 

“Mr. T. A. Clayton, Superintendent Oak- 
land Cemetery. My Dear Sir—I went out 


| to Oakland yesterday and waiked through. 


tne cemetery, and am perfectity surprised 
and delighted ut what has been done undcr 
your administration in the way of making 
a beautiful and attractive spot of Oakland 
cemetery. You are rapidly changing it from 
a storm-washed country graveyard tu a 
beautiful modern cemetery with well payed 
walks and drives, and are aiso locking well 
bs the preparation and care of the wur:al 
ots. 

“I think that the thanks of Atlanta and 
especially those whose dead are buried in 
Cakland cemetery are due you. They owe 
you a debt of ~ ge otapei and I hope you 
will be continued just arc long as you wish 
in the position you occupy. 

“Benjamin Franklin said he ‘Could al- 
viys judge of a people and their advance 
in civilization when he went to their zrave- 
yard.’
